Azusa Tobacco. 


Mr. TiiOiMASPerkins 
has shown us 


some cigars aud plug tobacco inauufac- 
tured from tobacco grown this year at 
Azusa. 
The cigars appear to be ofex- 


cellent quality, and wantonly the age 
necessary 
to dry them out to make 


them excellent smoking. 
The manu- 


factured tobacco is pronounced 
a fine 


article by those who chew 
the weed. 
Itis the opinion ofMr.Perkins, who, 
by the way, is an old tobacconist, that 
the soil and climate 
of Los Angeles 


valley is well adapted 
to the growth 


of tobacco. 
He estimates 
that at a cost 


not exceeding $40 each acre will pro- 
duce two thousand pounds of tobacco, 
which willyield from twelve hundred 
to fifteen hundred pounds of the man- 
ufactured article, worth from fifty to 
seventy-five cents per pound. 
In the 


curing of his tobacco, 
Mr. Perkins 


follows the old process 
aud avoids all 


patent schemes. 
An important 
item 


to tobacco growers is that in this val- 
ley two crops 
are grown each year. 


Mr. Perkins says his second 
growth 


now coming on will be better In every 
respect than the first. 


How Water Rates are Fixed. 


There is much 
complaint 
concern- 


ing the water rates of this city. 
All 


cause for dissatisfaction 
may be easily 


removed and 
we hope the company 


and the city will take the necessary 
steps 
to that end immediately. 
No 


Water Company 
has 
the right to fix 


the rates for water at pleasure. 
How 


these rates are to be agreed 
upon will 


be Been by reading the following sec- 
tion of law. 
At its last session 
the 


Legislature amended 
section 549 ofthe 


Civil Code to read as follows: 


"All corporations 
formed to supply water 
tocities and towns, 
must mrnish pure, fresh 
water to the inhabitants 
thereof, for lamily 
uses, so long us the supply permits, at reas- 
onable rates 
and without distinction 
of per- 
son, 
upon 
proper 
demand 
therefor; 
and 
must furnish water to the extent of their 
menus In case'of Are other or great necessit v, 
free ofcharge. 
The rates 
to be 
charged 
for 
water must be determined by Commissioners 
to be selected 
as follows: two by the city and 
county or city ana town authorities, orwhen 
ihere are no city or town authorities, 
by the 
Board of Supervisors 
of the county ana two 
by the water company; 
and In case 
a major- 
ity cannot 
agree 
to the valuation, the four 
Commissioners 
must choose 
a flfth Commis- 
sioner; ifthey cannot agree upon a fifth, then 
the County Judge of the county must appoint 
such flfth person. 
The 
decision 
of the 
ma- 
jorityof the Commissioners 
shall 
determine 
ihe rates to be charged 
for water for one year 
aud 
until new rates are 
established. 
"The 
Board of Supervisors 
or the 
proper city or 
town authorities, 
may prescribe 
proper rules 
relating to the delivery of water not incon- 
sistent with the laws of the state." 


Thus it willbe seen 
that If the Los 


Angeles Water Company 
have adopt- 


ed rules and rates 
that are 
onerous 


and objectionable, 
tbe remedy 
lies 


with the people. 
The above 
is the 


law, and 
we presume 
the company 


willnot object to its enforcement.

Report. 


lv consequence 
of a statement 
made 


L»y the Exerting Express more for po- 
litical effect than through a regard for 
facts, that the scarletina 
was raging 


among 
the children of this city al- 


most to the extent 
of an epipemic, 


rumor 
has blown abroad 
the report 


that a great 
amount of sickness 
of a 


fatal character 
prevails among 
our 


little folks. 
The report 
has but the 


slightest 
foundation 
in 
fact. 
The 


scarletina 
is not an epidemic nor even 


a general cause ofsickness here. 
But 


few deaths have occurred and tbenum- 


ber ofcases of illness from this disease 
reported is by no means 
great. 
The 


physicians are our authority for stat- 
ing that that there is but little sick- 
ness from scarletina 
in this city. 
Dr. 


Lucky, Superintendent 
of our city 


schools, has 
conferred withthe teach- 


ers of the different schools and informs 
us that the attendance of pupils has 
fallen off in but a small degree. There 
was no real cause for the alarm created 
by the report which obtained 
circula- 


tion through the columns 
of our co- 


temporary, 
aud it is tv be regretted 


that such 
a statement 
was permitted 


to go forth.

Spain 
is the greatest 
producer of 
raisins. 
Those 
styled 
Valencia 
rai- 
sins find great favor with all classes 
of 
English 
people. 
A few years 
ago a 
crop of 12,000 
tons, for the supply of 
the world, was considered large; now 
London receives 
12,000 tons 
out of a 
total of 20,000 
tons that are grown. 


These raisins also find a large market 
in the United States and Canada. 
The 
improvement in the article most ob- 
servable of late years is that ofremov- 
ing the stalk before 
shipment. 
As no 
useful 
purpose 
has 
been 
found 
as 
yet 
fer 
the 
stalks, 
they 


are generally 
burned. 
Muscatel, 
or 
table 
raisins, 
from 
Malaga, 
vary 
widely in quality. 
They are known 
as "layers," "bunch" and "loose" rai- 
sins, the best 
being 
picked from the 


stalk. 
This sort 
is largely used in 
America. 
The finest growth of Mus- 
catels come 
to this country in deco- 
rated 
boxes, with colored paper 
and 
lace edgings, 
increasing 
the cost of 
packing to the extent of $125 per ton. 
The Sultana raisins, produced in Tur- 
key, are cured in the sun, 
a slight 
sprinkling of oil being 
employed to 
prevent the too great evaporation of 
the moisture and assist 
in the preser- 
vation of the fruit. 
The Germans are 
also large consumers 
of these raisins, 
and they constitute an article of traffic 
between Trieste and Smyrne.
